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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 5 and 6 objected to because of the following informalities: 
In claim 5 line 2, "process" should be changed to "resource". 

In claim 6 line 2, "process" should be changed to "resource". 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

3. Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. The language of the claim raises a question as 
to whether the claim is directed merely to an abstract idea that is not tied to a 
technological art, environment, or machine which would result in a practical application 
producing a concrete, useful, and tangible result to form the basis of statutory subject 
matter under 35 U.S.C. 101. 

The claims are directed to a system and a method that do not require computer- 
implementation or use of technology to accomplish. The claims allow for the 
involvement of subjective human decision and therefore do not necessarily produce 
repeatable, concrete results.

For example, in claim 1, it is unclear what the "furnace resource allocator" 
comprises. This limitation could be interpreted as being a person or merely software 
not embodied on a tangible, computer-readable medium. Likewise, the language of the 
method of claims 12-22 allows for the involvement of subjective human decision and 
therefore does not necessarily produce repeatable, concrete results. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 1 and 12, it is not clear what is meant by the limitation "remain- 
open threshold". The specification provides no definition for this term. Claims 2-1 1 and 
13-22 depend from claims 1 and 12 and therefore incorporate the same deficiencies. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
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only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

7. As best understood, claims 1 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Heskin US 2003/0171972. Heskin discloses a furnace resource 
allocator for use in semiconductor wafer fabrication wherein said furnace resource 
allocator is operable to monitor at least one furnace relative to a remain-open threshold, 
and selectively flag at least one furnace in response thereto (e.g., [0046]-[0054]). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. As best understood, claims 2-11 and 13-22 would be allowable if rewritten to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, and 35 U.S.C. 101, set 
forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims.
